Tobacco. 

The Garrard county tobacco crop is 
moving rapidly nowadays and is being 
divided between the local market, the 
loose leaf markets at Lexington, Dan- 
ville and Richmond, while some few 
crops will be shipped to the Looisville 
breaks. The present crop is bringing 
from 7 to 25 centa, ■SBBidlnt to fnaMy 
and condition. 

About this time last year tfie Record 
advised the farmers to exercise great 
care in the handling of thair crop, and 
precBcted that a wen banned crop 
would bring a good price. This pre- 
diction is being fulfilled every day, Imt 
we are very sorry to say that tltere is 
a great deal of tobacco from this coun- 
ty now bringing from 7 to 10 cents, 
whidihad it baan i srape ijy handM 
would iwva eeauMndsd twice timt 
price. • 

No nmn can s ocee s sftUly eondact a 
business with which he is not thorough - 
ly conversant;the raising of tobacco is a 
business, andmriaaaa farmer ia tlM^; 
roughly conversant with the proper 
methods of raising and handling it, he 
cannot hope to make a snccsasof grow- ' 
ing it. It is of equally as much value 
to a farmer to have an expert tobacco 
raiser in his sen i ce as it is for a mer- 
chant to have an expert clerk behind 
his counter, or and able man in charge \ 
of his books. The soil of Garrard 
county produces as good bur ley to- 
bacco as that of any coonty in tWs or 
any other state; the better crops com- 
mand as much if not more than that of 
otiier conntiea, flie teaaon tor so 
much of it bringing a low'price is there- 
fore obvious; it is due to improper 
handling, or in many eaaea ca ia i e ao 

ness. 

The time is rapidly approaching when 
tha farmer wiH he g e tting vaai^ for 

the crop of 1912, beds are burned in 
February and March, and right then ia 
the tiaM to hegto to emrelaa the pro- 
per care to secure a good crop. If you 
contemplate raising a crop and do not 
understand too art of tobnass laWng 
thoroughly, it will be to your advant- 
age to procure someone who does, 
thara aao lota of expert raiossa totim 
county, many of whom have not as yet 
made arrangements for the coming 
crop, you will find in the end that the 
increase In price which you will realize 
will amply repay you for the extra ex- 
pense involved. 

There has been a hoe and ciy raiaed 
every year for the past few years that 
"tobacco would be worth nothing this 
year", but wf have not aaea yet, nor 
do we bellow that We will soon see the 
time when tobacco, properly 
fails to bring a good price.

Tliere has been several bams bomed 

in the eastern part of the county within 
the last month and tha officera Itave 
been keepmg toe nwtler exeeedlngiy 
quiet and working upon a clew which 
they hoped would lead to the capture 
and conviction of toe awn snspected of 
BlittlBL' fire to the structures. 

One night about three weeks ago 
p gj ae w by aac avsia d a ham near ttie 
home of Mr. .Jesse Simpson on fire, but 
by quick work they succeeded in extin- 
guishing toe iaassa^ asaasaly waa. thia 
done however, when a bam about 300 
yards distant on Mr. Simpson's place 
was seen to be in flames and beyond 
control, the latter barn together with 
5000 pounds of tobacco was a total loss. 
Mallfluoa l>lood iMamda were secured 
and were on the acsne early the next 
morning, and fomiahed a chie wliieh 
led to the arreat of Luther Simpson 
and Oetiel Eaat, two men of the ndgh- 
borhood, charged wito firing the aCme- 
tures of Mr. Jesse Simpson. They 
were brought to town and lodged in jail 
and w« have aatraight tip from Ctanty 
Attorney J. E. Robinson, who ha.s been 
active in the efforts to bring the cul- 
prito to jnatiee, toak Eaat wHI mdta a 
clean breast of the whole matter and 
will implicate Luther Simpson; the lat- 
ter ia now nndsT tadktmen* to the Gar^ 
rard Circuit Court charged with fur- 
nishing tools and aiding prisoners to es- 
cape firma the t si tj jsA. Tw other 
bams in that section of the county 
were burned recently, one belonging to 
John Simpson, iHiich rwit a in sd nothing 
of much value, and which was insured 
for $300., the other belonging to Henry 
Teater, in which there was several 
head of stock, provender, farming im- 
plements and some tobacco, and which 
was insored for $800. There is no clue 
to the wigto of the latter two fires. 

There was never cause for, never 
was any and we hope and believe there 
will never be any "night riding" in 
Garrard county, and toia inrswdisrisni 
is a disgrace to a civilized community, 
and the officers are detemiined tliat it 
shall ha alsfpsd. and they aw now an 
the right tntk §Kt the stamping' out of 
the aUraBlons fiactise.
